PEED FOOD LAW, 
WILSON’S DEMAND. 


EFFORTS BY WHITE HOUSE TO 
HALT HIGH PRICES. 
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IA P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, May 15.—Presi- 
dent Wilson began an effort to have 
Congress speed up war legislation. 
At a White House conference with 
members of Senate and House Agri- 
culture Committee, he emphasised 


action upon the food control vo 
lation the administration believes is 
essential to the conduct of the war. 

No specific agreements were 
reached, but there were indications 
that the committeemen went away 
prepared to undertake early enact- 
ment of the laws to prevent specu- 
lation in foodstuffs and to assure 
an equitable return to the producer 
and a fair price to the consumer. 
The President explained that he 
was anxious to have Senate and 
House committees get together on a 
bill containing some of the more 
important features of the legislation 
so that its passage can be expedited. 
He dis¢losed the food situation in 
the United States, the Allied coun- 
tries and in neutral countries which 
the United States must at least help 
to feed. There were suggestions that 
there had n too much alarmist 
talk about food conditions. , 

— FOOD SPECULATORS. 

The President stated emphatically 
that it would be difficult to express 
in parliamentary language what 
should be done with anyone who 
would speculate in food products in 
a situation like the present. 

The various bills now before Con- 
gress probably will be revised into 
three measures to express definitely 
the ideas of the administration as 
to food control, 

Secretary Houston, who was called 
into the conferer e. made clear the 
administration's intentions concern- 
ing price control. It is not intended 
he pointed out, to fix maximum 
prices generally, but only in specific 
instances to force the unloading of 
hoarded stocks of food. Minimum 
prices would be fixed generally to 
producers if necessary to encourage 
production. Maximum price-fixing 
would be resorted to only to prevent 
extortion and food corners. 

THE THREE FACTORS.

GENERAL SITUATION, 


“If the general situation forces me 
to reserve, as is the case now, I 
shall keep this reserve and no pres- 
sure either from Herr Scheidemann 
or Herr Roesicke will force me from 
my path, I shall not allow myself 
to be led astray by utterances with 
which Scheidemann, at a time when 
drum fire sounds on the Aisne and 
at Arras, believed he could spread 
among the people the possibility of 
a revolution.

The Kaiser's word of August 
lives unaltered. Roesicke, who sets 
himself forward as particular pro- 
tector of this word, has received in 
the Kaiser's Easter message the as- 
surance of the unaltered existence of 
the Kaiser's word. 

DEMANDS SUPPORT. 


“I trust that the reserve which I 
must exercise—it would be unscru- 
pulous on my part did I not exercise 
it—will find support from the major- 
ity of the Reichstag and also among 
the people. For a month past un- 
paralleled battles have been waging 
on the west front. The entire peo- 
ple, with all its thoughts and sor- 
rows and feelings, is with its sons 
up there, who, with unexampled 
tenacity and defiance of death, re- 
sist the daily renewal of attacks of 
the British and French. 

“Even today I see no readiness for 
peace on the part of England or 
France, nothing of the abandonment 
of their excessive aims of conquest 
and economic destruction. Where, 
then, were the governments who last 
winter openly stood up before the 
world in order to terminate this in- 
sane slaughter of peoples’? Were 
they in London or in Paris? The 
most recent utterances which I have 
heard from London declare that the

Petain was appointed as com- 
mander-in-chief of the French 
armies operating on the French front 


at a Cabinet meeting today. 


Gen. Nivelle was placed in com- 
mand of a group of armies. Gen. 
Foch, who played an important role 
in the battles of the Marne and the 
Yeer, succeeds Gen. Petain as chief 
of the staff of the Ministry of War. 

The transfers were approved by a 
Cabinet council on the recommenda- 
tion of the Ministry of War. Gen. 
Nivelle some time ago succeeded 
Gen. Joffre in chief command along 


the western front. Recently a new 
military office was created, that of 
chief of the General Staff, to which 
Gen. Petain was assigned with au- 


thority to act as the principal ad- 


viser to the Minister of War upon 


all military movements. 


This continued Gen. Nivelle in 
chief command at the front, with 
Gen, Petain as the chief consultative 
authority at the Ministry of War in 
formulating movements, but without 
actual command of troops in the 
field for which his experience ap- 


peared to qualify him.

n. Petain, who was a retired 
colonel at the outbreak of the war, 
is the man to whom many French- 
men have been looking for the initia- 
tive which would win a decisive suc- 
cess on the French front.

WILSON WANTS 
LABOR UNITY. 


President Talks to Visiting 
British Delegates. 


Asks Co-operation from All 
Walks of Life. 


Sense of Comradeship as the 
Guide for the People. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) | 
WASHINGTON, May 15.—Presi- 
dent Wilson today addressed the 
British labor delegates and offi- 
elals of the American Federation 
of Labor when they visited the 
White House, headed by President 

Gompers of the federation. 
The President, in a brief speech, 
expressed the hope that the stand- 
ards set for labor through many 


bee of legislative effort would not

standing behind him. 

The President spoke in part, as 
follows: 

“This is a most welcome visit be- 
cause it means a most welcome 
thing, the spontaneous co-operation 
of men from all walks of life inter- 
ested to see that we do not forget 
any of the principles of our lives in 
meeting the great emergency that 
has come upon us. 

WILSON ALARMED. 

“I have been very much alarmed 
at one or two things that have hap- 
pended at the apparent inclination 
of the legislatures of one or two of 
our States to set aside even tem- 
porarily the laws which have safe- 
guarded standards of labor and of 
life. I think nothing would be more 
deplorable than that. We are trying 
to fight in a cause which means the 
lifting of the standards of life, and 
We can fight in that cause best by 
voluntary co-operation. I do not 
doubt that any body of men repre- 
senting labor in this country, s k- 
ing for their fellows will be wil 
to make any sacrifice that is n 
sary in order to carry this contest 
to a successful issue and in that 
confidence 1 feel that it would be 
inexcusable if we deprived men and 
women of such a spirit of any of the 
existing safeguards of law. There- 
fore I shall exercise my influence 80 
far as it goes to see that that does 
not happen and that the sacrifices we 
make shall be made voluntarily and 
not under the compulsion, which 
mistakenly is interpreted to mean a 
lowering of the standards which we 
have sought through so many gen- 
erations to to their present 


level, 
FOR DEMOCRACY. 

“We are fighting for democracy 
in a larger sense than can be ex- 
pressed in any political terms. There 
are many forms of democratic gov- 
ernment and we are not fighting for 
‘any particular form, but we are 
fighting for the essential part of it 


interested in our social and political 
life and all have a right to a voice 
in the government under which we 
live and that when men and women 
are equally admitted to those rights 
we have the best safeguard of jus- 
tice and of peace that the world af- 
fords. There is no other safeguard. 
Let any group of men whatever 
their original intentions, attempt to 
dictate to their fellow men what 
their political fortunes shall be and 
the result is injustice and hardship 
and wrong of the deepest sort. 
Therefore we are just now feeling 
as we have ‘never felt before out 


feel it even more because we have 
not yet made the sacrifices that we 
are going to make, so we have 
nd yet felt the terrible pressure of 
suffering and pain of war and we are 
going presently to feel it and I have 
every confidence that as its pressure 
comes upon us, our spirit will not 
falter but rise and be strengthened 
and that in the last we shall have a 
national feeling and a national unity 
such as never gladdened our hearts 
before. 

“I want to thank you for the com- 
pliment of this visit and say if there 
is any way in which I can co- 
operate with the purpose of this 
committee or with those with whom 
you are laboring, it will afford me a 
sense of privilege and of pleasure.”

Although the admin- 
istration opposed attaching any vol- 
unteer provision to the selective 
draft plan, it is generally believed 
the President will sign the measure 
if it reaches the White House with 
the Roosevelt amendment in it. 

The bill as it stands merely would 
authorize, not require, the recruiting 
of a volunteer force for service in 
France. 

INCREASES THE NAVY. 


The Senate today passed the 
House bill increasing the enlisted 
strength of the navy to 150,000; that 
of the Marine Corps to 30,000 men, 


and granting increases in pay to the 


navy'’s enlisted personnel equal to 
those provided for the army forces. 

The measure will go to conference 
for consideration of amendments, 
including one adopted by the Senate 
changing the schedule of pay in- 
creases to so conform with the in- 
creases provided for enlisted men in 
the army. Under the amendment 
there would be a graduated scale of 
navy pay increases ranging down- 
ward from $10 a month for the low- 
est grade. The House measure would 
have provided an increase of $15 
for this grad-. 

SIX FLEET COMMANDERS. 

The Senate also wrote into the 
bill an authorization for appoint- 
ment of six fleet commanders and a 
clause enabling members of Con- 
gress not over 60 years of age to en- 
list in the navy as privates. An 
amendment by Senator McCumber 
proposing a reward of $1,000,000 
for discovery of a practical means 
of protecting ntmen from 
submarines was voted down, 24 to 36.

HAWAII CREATES 
FOOD COMMISSION. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 
HONOLULU, May 3.—Creation of 
a food commission with practically 
unlimited power for controlling dis- 
tribution and conservation of food- 
stuffs in the islands was the out- 
standing legislation enacted by the 


Legisiature of the Territory of 
Hawaii, which adjourned sine die 
early today. The commission con- 
sists of nine members headed by 
Gov. L. E. Pinkham. Passage of the 
resolution, which empowers the com- 
mission to take any measures 
necessary to insure the people an 
adequate food supply, was accel- 
erated by a telegram to Gov. Pink- 
ham from Secretary of the Interior 
Lane, etating in effect that Hawaii 
must be virtually self-supporting 
during the war. 

Another important 
passed asks Congress to amend the 
Chinese exclusion act to permit the 
importation into Hawaii of 30,000 
Chinese laborers. The Legislature 
pointed out that the rice industry of 
the islands is slowly dying out be- 
cause of labor shortage. If admitted, 
the Chinese would not be permitted 
to go from Hawali to the United 
States, according to provisions of the 
resolution.

CHICAGO, May 15.—<Action which 
it is said will remove the element of 
speculation from the grain market, 
and which it is believed will fore- 
stall any action by the Federal gov- 
ernment, was taken here today at a 
meeting of representatives of the 
primary grain exchanges of the 


country. 

It was accomplished by fixing a 
maximum price for wheat futures at 
or under which sales may be made, 
but no buying except to close out 
accounts. No trading in May op- 
tions of wheat, corn or oats is pe?- 
mitted except to close deals. 

The same principle was extended 
to July and September oats and 
corn in principle, but action was not 
taken; as it was held unnecessary 
at this time. The delegates simply 
agreed to extend the embargo if 
necessity arises. Grain prices were 
lower today. 

Milling interests were represented 
at the meeting and the grain ex- 
changes of Chicago, New York, To- 
ledo, Winnipeg, Minneapolis, Kan- 
sas City, Omaha and St. Louis.

“Bhall I nail down the German 
Empire in all directions by a one- 
formula which only com- 
prises one part of the total peace 
conditions which renounces successes 
won by the blood of our sons and 
brothers, and leaves all other mat- 
ters in suspense’? 

“No. I will not pursue such a pol- 
icy. That would be the basest in- 
gratitude toward the heroic deeds 
of our people at the front and at 
home. It would permanently press 
down our people. to the smallest 
worker, in their entire conditions of 
life. It would be equivalent to sur- 
rendering the future of the Father- 


AS TO CONQUEST. 

“Or ought I, conversely, to set 
forth a programme of conquest. I 
decline to do that (cries from the 
Right: We are not demanding 
that“) If it has not been demanded, 
then, we are of one opinion. 

“T also decline to set forth a pro- 
gramme of conquest. We did go 
forth to war and we stand in battle 
now against almost the whole 
world, not in order to make con- 
quests. but exclusively to secure our 
existence and to establish firmly the 
future of the nation. A programme 
of conquest helps as little as a pro- 
gramme of reconciliation to win vic- 
tory and the war. 

“On the contrary, I should thereby 
merely play the game of the hos- 
tile rulers and make ft easier for 
them to further delude their war- 
weary peoples into prolonging the 
war immeasurebly. This, too, would 
be base ingratitude toward our war- 
lors near Arras and the Aisne. 

“As regards our eastern neigh- 
bor, Russia, I have already recently 
spoken. It appears as if new Russia 
had declined for herself these vio- 
lent plana of conquest. Whether 
Russia will or can act in the same 
sense with her Allies, T am unable 
to estimate. Doubtless England with 
the assistance of her Allies, is em- 
ploying all her efforts to keep Rus- 
sla harnessed to England's war 
te traverse Russian 
wishes for the speedy restoration of 
the World's peace. 

OFFER TO RUSSIA. 

“Tf, however, Russia wants to 
prevent further bloodshed and re- 
nounce all violent plans of conquest 
for herself: if she wishes to-restore 
durable relations of peaceful life side 
by side with us, then surely it is a 
matter of course that we share this! 
wish, will not disturb the permanent 
relationship in the future and will 
not render its development impos- 
sible by demands, which, indeed, do 
not accord with the freedom of na- 
tions and would deposit in the Rus- 
sian nation the germ of enmity. 
{[Thunderous applause. 

„J doubt not that an agreement, 
alming exclusively at a mutual un- 
derstanding, eauld be attained, which 
excludes every thought of oppression 
and which would leave behind no 
sting and no discord. 

“Our military position has never 
been so good since the beginning of 
the war. The enemy in the west, de- 
spite his terrible losses, cannot 
break through. Our U-boats are op- 
erating with increasing success. I 
won't tse any fine words about 
them: the deeds of our U-boat men 
speak for themselves. I think even 
the neutrals will recognize that. 

NEUTRAL INTERESTS. 

“So far as compatible with our 
duty toward our own poeplo who 
come rst. we take into account the 
interests of the neutral states. The 
concessions which we have made to 
them are not empty promises. That 
is the case in regard to our fron- 
tier neighbors, Holland and Scandi- 
nav. as well as those states which 
on acount of their geographical po- 
sition are especially greatly exposed 
to enemy pressure. 

“I am thinking in this connection 
especially of Spain, which, loyal to 
her noble traditions, is endeavoring 
under great difficulties to preserve 
her independent policy of neutrality. 
We thankfully recognize this atti- 
tude, and have only one wish— that 
the Spanish people reap the reward 
of their strong, independent policy 
by further developing their power. 

“Thus, time is on our side. With 
full confidence we can trust that we 
are approaching a satisfactory end. 
Then the time will come when we 
can negatiate with our enemies about 
our war regarding which I am 
in full harmony with the supreme 
army command. Then we will attain 
@ peace which will bring us liberty 
to rebulld what the war has de-

ened by its enemies a bulwark of 
peace and labor.” 

LEDEBOUR’S REMARKS. 


The independent Socialist, Georg 
Ledebour, said: 

“The Chancellor doubtless desires 
annexations both in the east and 
west. With the exception of extrava- 
gant visionaries nobody believes that 
rmany can win a war of subjuga- 
tion. The Russian Socialists have 
made an offer which open up the 
possibility of peace. This is what 
the Chancellor forgets. It is true 
that a separate peace with Russia 
cannot be achieved, but the Russian 
government can convert the Entente, 
and in this direction we ought to 
assist it. 

“Herr Scheidemann must take up 
cudgels against the government if he 
does otn want strong words which 
do not shrink even from the an- 
nouncement of a revolution, to be 
followed by deeds. We are con- 
vinced that events must happen in 
Germany as they have happened in 
Russia. That is what those in power 
are working for. We must soon in- 
troduce a republic in Germany and 
we shall propose that a Constitution 
Committee take preparator’ steps 
in that direction.” 

SCHEIDEMANN’'S TALK. 

Philipp Scheidemann in introduc- 

ing the Social Democratic interpel- 


lation, sald: 

“The party's decision does ot de- 
mand immediate peace, but action 
by the Socialists of all countries. My 
Bresiau utterance was to the effect 
that the Chancellor had stated he 
had nothing to do with the memorial 
which had incited our enemies to 
agree with Herr Roesicke that we 
must emerge from all obscurity and 
the Chancellor must say what he 
wants. 

“We adhere to the same point of 
view as contained in the demand of 
August 4—the territorial integrity 
of Germany and her economic inde- 
pendence and development; but to- 
day we still refuse to oppress for- 
eign peoples. On both sides the na- 
tions are being put off with the 
promise of an imminent final deci- 
sion. It is our task to expose this 
playing with the life of peoples and 
we cry to all governments, ‘It is 
enough.“ 

“We are convinced that the Cen- 
tral Powers will stand fast in repell- 
ing intentions of annihilation but 
also that the wishes of the French, 
English and German annexationists 
shall not be realized. Thus think the 
Socialists, anil millions are with us. 

CONQUEST IDEA. 

“The supporters of conquest shout 
for increase of power, increase of 
territory, money and raw mate- 
rial. That ean only be wanted by a 
nationally organized gang of rob- 
bers.

French. Constant pressure forced 
him to counter-attack frequently 
and his wastage of men reached the 
highest figures of the war. How- 
ever, he is still able to maintain a 
strong line by transferring troops 
from the east to the west. 

Many of Hindenburg's troops, 
badly battered on the Arras-Sois- 
sons front, are now getting a much 
needed rest on the Russian front, 
thanks to the inactivities of this 
part of the allied forces. There are 
more divisions facing the British 
today than during any period since 
their number was 42 last 
month. 

That the Anglo-French offensive 
is moving slowly should cause no 
surprise when it is remembered that 
their task was never heavier, that 


‘every advance must be preteded by 
‘a day's artillery preparation, and 
‘that the western allies are playing 
the game practically alone. In the 
last fortnight the Germans hit back 
with great bravery and force, and 
resisted desperately. Their fighting 
of late has been extremely stubborn, 
notably that around Bullecourt, at 
which Hindenburg strikes with creat 
frequency. 

Gen. Petain’s elevation to com- 
mander-in-chief, with Gen. Foch 
chief of headquarters staff in the 
War Ministry, and the reduction of 
Gen. Nivelle to command the army 
group, will give general satisfaction. 
These changes followed quickly aft- 
er the first French offensive at 
Champagne, but the announcement 
was delayed. 

Of tremendous political, as well 
as military importance, is the news 
from Russia of the resignations of 
‘Gen. Brussiloff and den. Gourko, the 
former having commanded the army 
which battered Austria so severely 
last summer. 

Within a fortnight the Russian 
army lost Gutchkoff, the Minister 
of War, and Korniloff, hie deputy, 
and Ruasky and Bruastfloff, both of 
the latter strong supporters of rev- 
olutionary movements. They made 
it possible by their ability to control 
the army; to bring it in line at the 
time of the revolution.

Boston $2,050,000; from Baltimore $1,211,- 

- 000; from Pittsburgh $350,000; from Phila- 
deiphia—which is the home of the Liberty 
bell (but a liberty loan is quite a different 
thing doncherknow)- only $350,000; and 
from St. Louis, with over 700,000 people, the 
munificent sum of $45,000, nearly 7 cents

dinance unconstitutional and void. 

This decision is as a ray of light in the 
darkness. It marks a return to sanity and 
|} fearless fairness in the interpretation of 
laws affecting the relation of municipal en- 
terprises to privately owned public service 
corporations. There has been a Socialistic 
tendency on the part of courts, great 
small, to hold that the rights of a 
ipality are paramount to those of private 
individuals or corporations; that a city has 
a right to embark in any line of private 
enterprise, and to drive its competitors 
from the field by passing ordinances that 
will favor the municipal project and wreck 
the private enterprise. 

Judge Bledsoe’s decision sets forth clearly 
that a municipal lighting plant enjoys no 
privileges which may not be enjoyed 
equally by a privately owned lighting sys- 
tem. Both are placed on the same basis. 
The city can no more recklessly parallel 
the lines of a privately owned lighting com- 
pany than the private company can build 
new lines viciously paralleling existing 
lines of another company. This is the first 
time a restraining hand hag been laid on 
the projects of the public ownership fad- 
dists. Some of our California municipall- 
ties have sought to indorse the manifesto 
of Proudhon, the French Socialist, that “all 
property is robbery.” They have not best- 
tated to favor ordinances drawn for the 
express purpose of wrecking some private 
corporation through imposing impossible 
restrictions, in order that the fleld might 
be cleared for a municipal ownership ex- 
periment. 

Appeals to the courts by private corpora- 
tions, harassed by the municipal faddiets, 


‘| have generally been barren of result. The 


Supreme Court of the United States and 
the Supreme Court of the State of Califor 
nia have not been immune to this Socialistic 
malady—in the opinion of many thoughtful 
observers; some of their decisions have 
been at wide variance with that just handed 
down by Judge Bledsoe. But his decision 
is the only one which an unprejudiced 
court in equity could render. The only 
true function of a government is to insure 
order and security against exterior inter 
ference. Subdivisions of these governments 
are concerned with interior administration 
only. A municipality has three primary 
functions; to care for the public safety, 
the public health and public instruction. 
Whatever other functions its assumes are 
not governmental in form and their only 
justification is that of public convenience. 

Before a municipality embarks in any sec- 
ondary function it should be clearly demon- 
strated that such function could not be 
filled equally well by private enterprise. A 
municipality has no justification, in equity, 
to engage in non-governmental enterprises 
simply because they might prove profitable. 
The municipality holds and exercises the 
right to regulate both the price which any 
public service corporation may charge for 
its service and the taxes which the corpora- 
tion shall pay. If the enterprise is unduly 
profitable the price of the service can be 
automatically lowered and its taxes can be 
increased. 

There is a justification in municipalities 
owning the water supply; that justification 
comes from the fact that watersheds must 
be conserved and preparation must be made 
for supplying increased populations in future 
generations. Private companies will not 
make adequate preparation for the future; 
their interest is only in the present. 

If the majority of the electors of a mu- 
nicipality desire further experiments in mu- 
nicipal ownership in the form of lighting 
systems and power systems, they must un- 
derstand that the city must undertake these 
enterprises exactly on the same basis as 
a new private company entering the field. 
The city may not crush out a weaker com- 
petitor by paralleling its lines any more 
than another private company may do 80. 
To the municipality is reserved the power 
to acquire the holdings of a private cor- 
poration through exercise of the right of 
eminent domafn. it can purchase the 
property at an adjudicated price, but it 
cannot confer on itself the right of con- 
fiscation. 

Abridgment of individual liberty or con- 
fiseation of property in the name of the 
law is tyranny, whether it be the act of a 
single individual or of a hundred million. 
Every citizen ig required to give according 
to his means to support the government; he 
is taxed in this generation as none were 
ever taxed before. To tax private enter- 
prise and use the money so secured to 
wreck that enterprise through unfair gov- 
ernmental competition is tyranny unique in 
ite oppression. In California it was almost 
reaching the point of a reign of terror in 
private enterprise. Judge Bledsoe’s able 
decision awakens the hope that this reign 
of terror is nearing its end. 

It is refreshing in these parious times to 
read a sweeping decision involving princi- 
ples of equity and popular prejudices 
against big corporation#—and in view of the 
political success of corporation baiters—a 
» far-reaching and obviously fair decision, we 
repeat, which cannot arouse the suspicion 
that the court had its ear to the ground.

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OHENZOLLERN DUPLACITY. 

An envoy is not expected to express 
for publication his views on public ak- 
fairs; but our Ambassador to Denmark— 
Maurice Francis Egan—coneluded that the 
situation warranted him in departing from 
diplomatic usages in this respect and in 
an interview with a represéntative of the 
United Press he appealed to his fellow 
countrymen not to be deceived by German 
peace duplicity and not to slacken their 
war preparations under the mistaken im- 
pression that the Germans are really ready 
to quit. 

Mr. Egan is a veteran diplomat who has 
made an especial study of German politics 
and German methods. He declared that 
relaxation of preparedness by the Unit- 
ed States would increase the con- 
tempt entertained by the MHohenzollern 
dynasty for the government and the people 
of the United States. He said: “Advices 
from Hamburg, Stettin and elsewhere in 
Germany, prove that although food condi- 
tions are bad everywhere still the people 
are sanguine of victory and are willing to 
make further sacrifice.” He said: 

“Any peace suggestions by Germany at 
this time merely aim to eliminate Russia 
as a military force and to qbtain the Rus- 
sian larder. The Germans, especially those 
in Berlin, regarg American military prep- 
arations as a biuff. 

“The German reptile press has imbued 
the German populace with the belief that 
victory is simply a question of time. The 
bey populace is willing to fight and to 


The Times believes that German over- 
tures for peace are insincere and tricky 
and made to gain time, and in the mean- 
while Mr. Hohenzollern hopes to win by 
stibmarine warfare. Careful dissection of 
any peace plans or war alms which may 
be announced will reveal them utterly in- 
sincere, although on their face they may 
hint at great concessions. Mr. Egan states 
that the best brains of Germany are now 
believed to be working on a list of war aims. 


ERMAN TERMS OF PEACE. 
Unlimited and utterly unwarranted 
confidence in themselves is the dominant 
characteristic of the Hohenzollern crowd 
and their newspaper lackeys. The German 
newspapers publish an appeal for a “Ger- 
man peace” which is signed by a large num- 
ber of unions and associations representing 
German agricultural, industrial and eco 
nomic interests. The appeal says: 
Demands for peace without a war 
indemnity and territorial - extension 
must be regarded by all patriots as de- 
pressing, paralyzing and shameful. Our 
task is to protect our frontier better, 
strengthen our influence at sea and by 
extending /our production of raw ma- 
terials promote our industry and in- 
sure our equipment for defense of the 
fatherland. We need ground for coloni- 
zation in order to strengthen our people 
and increase our production of food- 
stuffs. Only such a peace, which is ob- 
tainable only by German victory, can 
bring the German people the economic 
alleviation which it needs immediately 
after the conclusion of peace.” 
Wouldn't these demands bring a grin to 
the face of a cast iron bulldog? Germany 
“needs ground for colonization” does she? 
Will she take it from Great Britain in 
Canada, in Australia or in India? Will she 
require France to yield Algeria, Madagas- 
car and all her Asiatic colonies? Wm she 
be content to receive Tripoli, Somaliland 
and Erythea from Italy, and Korea from 
Japan, and Mongolia from China, and the 
Azores from Portugal, and Finland from 
Russia? And would she, oh, would she 
let the United States off should we give 
her Porto Rico and the Hawalian Island and 
Alaska and Arizona? 
How much spot cash will Mr. Hohen- 


Let the German zelitungs specifically 
state their terms of peace. Let us know 
the worst at once. 


ERVATION OF FORCES. 

At the present moment, the people of 
this country are beginning to realize the 
necessity of conserving our every resource 
and every force. Our government and our 
publicists are calling upon every American 
citizen, man and woman, old and young, to 
do his share toward preparing for our ac- 
tive entrance upon the world struggle. 

The greatest demand of the present hour 
is a full realization on the part of the peo- 
ple of this country of the imperative need 
of quiet, well ordered, sensible preparation 
for what may be a long and hard demand 
upon every home and every individual of 
the nation. It is probable that our women 
may be called upon to take the place of the 
men who are at the battle front, as they 
have already done in England and France. 
We have, fortunately, an army of women 
who are already trained in the business and 
industrial world and who will be fitted’ to 
fill many of the places left vacant. 

But also we have a far larger number of 
women who have no adequate preparation 
for any arduous or systematic occupation. 
Very largely these are the women who live 
in “rooms”—it may be a hotel suite at $100 
a day or week, an apartment at $90 a 
month, or a lodging-house room at $10 per 
month. Whatever the environment, these 
women, who have few or no home duties 
and no fixed employment, are idlers— their 
time mostly given to selfindulgence and 
ease, to idle chatter and to seeking amuse 
ment or excitement. 

Here is a tremendous and vital loss. The 
woman who ts supported, and who adds 
nothing of value to the sum total of ex- 
istence in return, is the greatest deadweight 
of our national life. If such women have 
children, they are usually turned over to 
a boarding school—or our public schools, 
playgrounds and other institutions take 
care of them. The one occupation of these 
“coop” women, as Vance Thompson names 
them, is to please and gratify themselves, 
or the men who pay their bills. 

it is this class of Women who are most 
indifferent to the present great - crisis. They 
are not accustomed to serious thinking, 
they hdve small sense of responsibility, they 
are “soft” from lack of vigorous, healthy 
physical and mental exercise. It is these 
women who most need arousing. They are, 
in the main, normal American women, with 
tremendous adaptability and energy, once 
their powers are called into action and di- 
rected in the right channels. 

Today every woman in this country who 
is not fully and usefully occupied as a home 
maker, a bread winner, or a worker in 
some humanitarian cause, should set about 
conserving her own personal forces and pre- 
paring to take her place in the ranks of 
real workers and producers. Here is vital 
preparation which will make for. an in- 


vincible preparedness—not only for war but 
also for peace. 


The Secretary of Agriculture has made a 
strong and patriotic appeal to the farmers 
of the nation. The greatest service they 
can render is an enlarged production of the 
staple food crops. The figures at hand as 
to winter wheat indicates a yield of 50,00, 
000 bushels smaller than last year’s short 
crop. Extraordinary efforts must be made 
to replenish the world’s supply. It is up 
to the farmers.

The county grand jury con- 
tinued its inquiry into the al- 
leged bread trust yesterday, 
several bakers, retail grocers

The names of the witnesses 
were kept secret to protect 
those testifying from possible 
harm at the hands of parties 
whom the grand jury is seek- 
ing to hold responsible for re- 
ported violations of the law. 

Various phases of the bread 
situation were discussed, and 
a Variety of evidence was in- 
troduced to show the alleged 
guilt of certain bakers.

agents upon whom service of process 
may be had in California. 

The court pointed out that one 
of these organizations spent more 
than $200,000 in its work in this 
State, while the others have also ex- 
pended large sums in carrying out 
the objects for which they were or- 
ganized. The report of the inherit- 
ance tax appraiser called for a tax 
of $291.05 against each corporation. 
Similar organizations incorporated 
under the laws of California were 
reported exempt from taxation un- 
der the Inheritance Tax Act. 
MATTER OF EXEMPTIONS. 


This act allows certain exemp- 
tions, and among others “all prop- 
erty transferred to societies, cor- 
petetans and institutions exempted 
y law from taxation, or to any pub- 
lic corporation, or to any society, 
corporation, institution or asasocia- 
tion of persons engaged in or de- 
voted to any charitable, benevolent, 
educational, public or other like 
work,” pecuniary profit not being its 
object or purpose. 

The State contended the exemp- 
tions enumerated in this provision 
of the law applied only to California 
corporations. Judge Rives, how- 
ever, after carefully reading the act, 
could see no ground upon which the 
contention could be supported. He 
said the language is piain that the 
Legislature intended to exempt all 
charitable, benevolent and educa- 
tional organizations from ° 
regardless of where they were in- 

t 


ed. 

The Legislature was well aware, 
the court held, that many similar 
organizations, whose corporate 
homes were in other States, had 
been operating in California and 
spending many thousands of dol- 
lars every year for the benefit of 
her citizens, relieving the State, di- 
rectly or indi y, of tremendous 
burdens and responsibilities in char- 
itable and benevolent work.

The great government shipbuild- 
ing contract landed by the Los An- 
geles Shipbullding Company, which 
will start operations on its new plant 
at the harbor in a few weeks, is the 
talk of the State, according to Mayor 
Woodman. The city’s governing 
head returned yesterday from a trip 
to San Francisco, Sacramento, Oak- 
land and other communities. 

“This contract has called more at- 
tention to Los Angeles as a maritime 
center than anything that has hap- 
pened for years,” sald the executive. 

Incidentally, he predicted it would 
bring scores of other manufacturing 
and commercial plants to the har- 
bor district. 

“From all I have gathered, Cali- 
fornia, and Los Angeles particularly, 
is on the verge of the most pros- 
perous business year it has ever en- 
joyed,” said Mayor Woodman. “Vast 
additional acreage is being farmed 
throughout the State, for the pur- 
pose of complying with President 
Wilson's instructions to increase the 
food uction. Wherever possi- 
ble, plans have been made to pro- 
duce two and three crops on the 
same ground—a thing that can be 
done in no other State in the Union.

Declaring that he would not vote 
on any power bond issue to be 
placed on the ballet for the final say 
of the voters, Councilman Wright 
yesterday blecked the preposition of 
submitting at least the $2,500,000 
plan of President Betkouski.
